POST-MORTEM BENEVOLENCE.

He who waits until he has one foot imthe
grave, before he dispenses his charities, may be
said to give away that which belongs to another ;
for, as he come naked into the world, so he must
go out naked and possessionless. Every virtue,
properly exercised, has a two-fold influence—
on the public and on the individual ; but the lat-
ter is lost in cases of post-mortem benevolence.
We do not condemn such charity—it is nobly
well; yet charities ante mortem, given before
death, are better—better both for thd giver snd
the public.

These charities, given by dead men to living
causes, may be of two kinds: they may spring
up in the mind, like a mush-room growth, on
the death-bed ; or they may have been the
purpose of a long and laborious life. The for-
mer are like the sudden breaking of the setting
sun-light through clouds behind which the sun
had been struggling all the day—beantiful, glad-
dening, but not redeeming the dark, perhaps,
penurious and sinfal past. In the latter case,
when & man lives to make with the purpose of
giving when he dies, he is not an actual but an
intentional benefactor—a living miser, a dead
philanthropist. Such an intention is & danger-
ous temptation, too; for he may excuse himself
for wronging his neighbor by thinking that it
will benefit posterity.

Here is & man who has lived, and toiled, and
amassed a large fortune. His brain has been
kept on a stretch; be has half olad his aching
and toil-worn body; he bas stinted himself ; he
bas been up early and late—all to heap together
millions. He dies. His will splendidly endows
some college, Orphan House or like institution.
In ninety nine of & hundred such cases, the real
will of the donor, perhaps, isin sodie respects
violated. How much better to retire from busi-
ness, and devote the last five or ten years of life
to the execution of his own will. The active
personal engagement in the scheme of benev-
olence would quicken all the unselfish feelings
of the heart. He would growin love with it ; the
execution of his plan would keep both mind and
body active ; and a new train of joys and desires
would spriog up around old age.

Apother man is constantly on the alert for
some objeot on which he may judiciously expend
his charities. This it is that cultivates and enno-
bles the man. Probably, during the whole of
his life, he may not expend a thousand dollarsin
this way ; yet do more good, by the unceasing
aotivity of his benevolence, than he who endows

True wisdom teaches usto be diligent and
charitable both; and the two nct as checks to
each other, and keep us in the ‘golden mean’
which is the path of safety and virtue. *Cer-
tainly itis heaven upon earth,” says a wise man,
“'to have a man's mind move in charity, rest in
Providence and turn upon the poles of truth ;"
either of which three things is a great virtue in
unity with the others, but taken alone would
run into vicious extremes, A man should court
the luxury of doing good while he lives; the
pleasure of seeing his charities springing up all
around him; the privilege, which is his right,
of deciding for himself who shall be the objects
of his charity. Surely there is nothing more
divine on earth than for n man to see with his
own eyes and feel in his own consciousness,
while he lives, that the tendency of all his ac-
tions is to conform earth to the likeness of heav-
en.

It says :—¢The month of April has
made its debut more like o lion than a lamb. It
opened yesterday morning with a mild shower,
bat towards the afternoon the skies in the north
assumed a threatening sspect, which gradually
grew darker and thicker, and about five o'clock,
with the wind at a high point, we were visited
with s hail-storm, accompanied with thunder and
lightning, which, fortunately, was of short du-
ration in the city. The hail stones were of ex-
ceeding large size and irregularly shaped—some
round and flat, while others were large and cyl-
indrical. Onpe hail stone, probably larger than
the average, measured one inch and a quarter
lengthwise end the same in girth. The shower
must have been spent before it reached Charles-
ton, and we fear it did much damage to early
vegetation i its course.”

Clay and Clingman to have been the parties in
collision ; and that, until separated, the latter
was very roughly handled. Sosays Madsm Ru-
mor, in circlesin which she not unfrequently tells
the truth. Ten to one, ‘squatter sovereignty,’'
in disguise, was at the bottom of the muss.”

An exchange explains the rumor quite differ-
ently. Iteays: ¢A gentleman of our acquain-
tance explained the mystery of the report, quite
sntigfactorily; it seems that the rumor first orig-
inated in Wilmington, and he suggested that
‘0ld Rip’ hud just awakened to s knowledge of
the difficulty between Messrs, Kerrr and Grow
some two years past, and dreamt that the former
was killed in the rencounter.”

¢] do, therefore, for the reasons stated, and
in the name of the people of the several States
solemnly protest agninst these proceedings of
the House of Representatives; becouse they are
in violation of the rights of the co-ordinate Ex-
scutive branch of the Government, and subver-
sive of its constitutional independence; because
they are calculated to foster a band of interested
parasites and informers ever ready, fortheir own
advantage, t0 swear before ez parfe committees
to pretended private conversations between the
President and themselves, incapable, from their
pature, of being disproved ; thus furnishing ma-
terial for haragsing him, degrading him in the
eyes of the country, and eventually, should he
be a weak or a timid man, renderiog him subser-
vient to improper influences, in order to avoid
such persecutions and annoyances ; because they
tend to destroy that harmonious action for the
common good, which ought to be maintained,
and which I sincerely desire to cherish, between
co-ordinate branches of the Government; and
finally, because, if unresisted, they would estab-
lish a precedent dangerous and embarrassing to
all my successors, to whatever political party
they might be attached.”

—— Welearn from the Charleston Mercury,
that W. W. WALKER jr., proprietor of the Cou-
rant while that paper existed, who left Columbia
last Fall ostznsibly for the purpoese of going to
England to recover & large fortane, has turned
up in St, Louis as & witness for the plaintiff in
the Carstang divorce case, under the assumed
name of W. Austoy. He accounts for his now
name in this wise:

«My former name has been associated with
that Athenmum affair, and & report has been
gpread that I had scted dishonestly; andas I
came out West, [ did not want that report to
cling to my nnme, as that might injure me in
what T shou!d undertake for a living. I confess
that I have lived somewhat indiscriminately
heretofore, but now I mean to do better, and I
do not want o former report to injuro me in the
eyes of those with whom I mey have dealing
henceforward.”

—— The Edinburg (Scotland) Courant says
that preparations are being made for a grand

meeting of sclentific men from all parts of the
world in one of the antnmn months—August or
September—of the ensuing year; and we believe
that, in addition to many of the continental sa-
vans, such as Bolcoblozi, Scheefer, etc:, very
many of the scientific men of Great Britain and
America have enrolled their names. It will be
conduoted on principles different from the Brit-
ish Association, and it is intended to be held
snnually in one of the capitals of the world, and
thus the advantages ensuing from British and
American Associations for the advancement of
soience, and the meeting of German Physicians
snd Naturalists, will be combined with the great-
est advantages resulting from the meeting to-
gether of representatives of science, literature
snd art from all parts of the universe. By the
co-operation of the potentates of the various
countries of Europe, Asia and America, the
arrangements for traveling, eto., will be of such
o nature as not to debar, as is frequently the
case, the poorest students of science from ming-
ling in the brilliant throng of the aristocracy of
intellect. Faller information may be got in
Edinburg from Dr. Struthers, who is to act as
interim Becretary, or from the Chairman pro
tem, our celebrated townsman, Prof, Simpson.

—— The New Jersey State Democratic Con-
vention met at Trenton on the 11th ultimo.—
Delegates were appointed to the Charleston
convention. Reeolutions were adopted as fol-
lows:

‘The first denounces the Republican position in
Congress as disregarding the provison of the Con-
stitution for the protection of slave property ;
the second says the Constitution must be sus-
tained, and & ready observance of the laws en-
forced to preserve the Union; the third asserts

that Federal Legislation on slavery should be
limited by the Constitution—all that instrament
gives should be aecorded, and all it withholds
should be denied; the fourth says it is the duty
of every Btate to protect itself against invasion
by fanatics, and to punish offenders in an exem-
plary manner ; the fifth is in favor of the Fugi-
tive Slave law, and in favor of the suppression of
slave-trade ; the sixth re-endorses the Cincinnati
platiorm, and says we will consent to no unau-
thorized interpretations of it; the seventh is for
a tariff by wise discrimination in favor of home
manufactures, and says the Government should,
for public uses, favor home products ; the eigth
recommends Wm, C. Alexander for Vice Presi-
dent; the ninth recommends the delegation on
all questions to casta united vote; and the tenth
says the Administration of President Buchanan
has been statesmanlike and conservative.’

—— The committee of Ways and Means repor-
ted appropriation bills to the House of Repre-
sentatives on Wednesday of last week, as fol-
lows: :

‘“‘Pepsions, $849,000; Military Academy,
$180,000; Indian, $1,000,000; Consular and
Diplomatie, $11,000; Fortifications over $600,-
000; Army, nearly $14,000,000; Legislative,
Judicial and Executive, $6,870,000; Civil Ex-
penses, nearly $8,5600,000 ; Navy, $11,180,000 ;
Postal Deficiencies, nearly $6,000,000, Total,
about $45,140,000, being aboat $100,000 less
than the estimate of the Secretary of the Trea-
sury. There are, however, specific appropria-
tions which will swell the amount to over $53,-
500,000.”

—— The Sumter Tri-weekly Watchman, & new
sheet of very neat appearance, emanating from
the office of the weekly, paid its first visit to our
sanotum on Monday evening. The T'ri-weekly,
speaking of the Gas-light movement in Yorkville,
says: “Yorkville is among the most important
as well as ornate of our up-country towns, and
ita intelligent and refined citizens are fast clus-
tering around them the elegancies, and improve-
ments of modern mechanism, art and seience.”

—— The Governors of Ohio and Iowa have
refused tosurrender two or three of the Harper's
Ferry marauders, whereupon the Virginia Legis-
latare has tabled end ordered to be printed the
following resolution :

Resolved, by the General Assembly of Virginia,
That the Governors of Iowa and Ohio, by refu-
sing to surrender to the Governor of this Com-
monwealth, Barclay Coppic, Francis Merriam
and Owen Brown, charged with, and known to
have committed within this State, crimes of the
highest grade, wilfully and deliberately violated
the Federal compact, disregarded the comity
which should exist between sovereign States, and
made themselves morally, if not legally, accesso-
ries to the offences committed by these criminals
and fugitives from justice.

—— An exchange paper gives the appended
account of & cannibalistic massacre and feast in
one of the islands of Polynesia :

Late advices from Australia bring the account
of arecent Polynesian massacre. The schooner
Pearl, of Avitooum, formerly a well known yacht
in Sydney barbor, was captured and burnt at the
Ieland of Rubisus, one of the solomon group,
and his crew, eight in number, besides the Cap-
tain, were killed and eaten by the natives. An
attempt was also made to capture the Clarence
Packet. A similar attempt was made upon the
catter Oberon. Two of her crew were murdered
while on shore, and then word sent to the Cap-
tain, as if from them desiring to see him. The
plan, however, failed

——The Charleston Mercury speaks of the
way the Gulf action took at Havana, thus :

The Havana Diario de la Marina of the 25th in-
stant contains a leader of twocolumups, devoted to
the outrage committed by American naval of-
ficers on the Mexican (Miramon) squoadron. It
is to be expected that an official organ of the
Spanish Government would give vent to its sym-
pathies with Miramon, whose rule in Mexico is
recognized by Spain, as well as by England and
France, The Diaric sgarcely doubts hut that
both the represeatation of the foreign diplomatic
agents in Washington, and the good sense of the
American Congress, already much opposed to
the Juraez-McLane treaty, will cause our Gov
ernment to disapprove of the act. Still, even
should full reparation be tendered, the Diario
fears that the youthful impetuosity of Miramon
will not rest satisfied, particularly should he
sncceed in taking Vera Cruz. The present pur-
guit of Cortinas on Mexican territory—which
individual also bas the Diario's sympathy—in
addition to the above mentioned outrage, causes
this journal to presage a war and the absorption
by the United States of Lower California, Sonora,
Chihuahua, Coahulia, Nueva Leon and Tam-
nalipas, to pay for the expenses of that war.
In conszquence, the Diario casts a longing eye
towards the East, and earnestly hopes that the
European nations will soon be less busy among
themselves, hasten to settle the Westernquestion,
and thereby enforce international law for the
protection of the weak against the strong.

——Mr. T. 8. C. Lowe, the mronaut who is
now experimenting in Charleston preparatory to
a balloon voyage across the Atlantic in May,
writes, to the Mereury, of a late ascension, thus:

At a little past b o’olock, the Pioneer being
fully inflated, and having my instruments, ballast,
etc., in the car, I bade good afternoon to those
who had been watching my movements for hours,
and cutting loose the last cord that bonund me to
earth, I, for the fortieth time, made my way far
above the clouds. At the expiration of ten min-
utes, I had nttained an altitude of 5600 feet.
As I gradually arose, the view that prescated
itself was much the same as on my former trip,
save that the approach of spring had rendered
the foliage more green and besutiful,

I first took a norther!y course, but soon reach-
cd that never failing current that bore me to
the east. * # %  AsTadvanced in
that direction, I could but wish I were on board
my large balloon, the City of New York. How
quick I would change the scene from land to wa-
ter, and when day broke next morning, many
bundred miles would separate me from the west-
ern shore. But I consoled myself by thinking
that the dsy is not far distant when I shall have
the pleasure of demonstrating the feasibility of
crossing the Atlantic and circumnavigating the
globe in one-cighth part of the time it now takes,
without danger, and as comfortable as if we were
seated in our parlors at home,

—— The Charleston Courier, speaking of All
Fool's Day, or the 1st of April, says:

A most reliable writer asserts with emphatic
confidence that we are indebted to the French
for the pleasantries and practical jokes peculiar
to the first day of April. This droll anniversary
has been traced back to the misty period of
French history and has been preserved unchang-
ed and perfectby successive generations. Those
who allow themselves to be gulled by the lovers
of fan rre called by the French, April Fish or
Silly Mackerel, the obnoxions nick-name being
suggested by that fish, which is so silly as to
suffer iteelf to be caught in the month of April.
A nameless writer, designing doubtless to throw

ridicule upon the attempta that have been made

to find out the origin of All-Fool’s Day, tells us
that the custom of making fools on this day or-
iginated with Noah, when he sent the dove from
the ark before the waters were abated. This
delicate satirist contends that this mistake was
committed on the first day of April, and that one
of the favorite tricks of youngsters—the sending
people on sleeveless mnda—_-—ia:&l’amnt way of
stirring up the minds of those ate 8o care-
less as to forget the interesting circumstance on
the day of its pnnual retarn.

—— The following item 'gives & general view of
money matters in our country. Our Imp says
there is a pile of money in the United States, for
him to have no more than he has:

“The Treasury Department has made its ao-
nual report of the number of banks and branch-
es throughout the United Btates on the 1st of Jan-
wary. The number of banks was 1,662 ; amount
of capital paid in, $421,880,000; amount of spe-
cie in vanlts, $88,694,000. The resources,
including lonas, notes, securities, and real estate;
are stated at nearly $1,000,000,000, and the
liabilities at $531,600,000.”

——The Boston Poatsays: ‘‘JosephA. Wood,
who had his leg broken in Quebec twenty-seven
years ago, the same leg brokenin Bouth Carolina
ten years ago, and in New Hampshire two years
ago, was decending the stairs of a hotel in Wor-
cester on the 10th ult,, when he slipped and broke
it for the fourth time. After this he conoluded
to have it out off, and amputation was perform-
ed without taking him to a hospital. There isa
chance that Mr- Wood will survive his unforta-
nate limb."” If Mr. Wood survives, he will have
a wooden leg, we suppose.

—— The Macon Zelegraph gives the follow-
ing acoount of a very old African-born negro :

“Dr. Horativ Bowen, of Clinton, Jones county,
mentioned to us the death of Sam, a native af-
rioan negro,'at the plantation of his master, Mr.
A. J. Billingsly, on the 24th of December, 1859,
When captured in Africa, to be brought to this
country, he says he was 45 years old. He land-
ed in Charleston, and was bought by the Low-
ther family, lived with them in that city nearly
twelve years, and was in their possession till a
few years since. From Charleston Sam was car-
ried to Savannsh—stayed -there. forty years,
and moved to this section about the year 1856,
At this time he came under the notice of* Dr.
Bowen, as he had occasion to attend him to cure
a bone felon on his finger, and his gratitude
never ceased, but exhibited itself whenever the
Dootor came near him, in expressions half in
African; for he never learned to speak English
well. - From the evidence of relisble persons,
and the negro's own statement, he is supposed
to bave been over one hundred and forty years
old at the time of his death. Thisis the same
negro Sam, to whom, if we are not mistaken, an
allusion is made in White's Statistics of Georgia,
as being & very old negro, and baving died a
few years previous to the publication of that
work ; but the record of his death was a mistake.

“'We have been requested to state that, ata
meeting of the Richland Delegates to the Colum-
bia Democratic Convention, it was decided, in
consideration of the hours at which the passen-
ger trains on the railroads arrive, that 8 o’clock,

—— The Washington correspondent of the
New York Times, speaking of the capture of the
8panish vessels near Vera Cruz, says:

It is now ascertained, on the authority of &
member of the Cabinet, that wben Miramon’s
letter to his agent in Havana was intercepted by
Consul-General Helm, and forwarded to the
Government here, it was transmitted to the
commander of the Gulf Squadron, with instrue-
tions to arrest the steamers. This fact mny
give a different complexion to the whole affair,
When news of the capture first reached hére,
this member of the Cabinet declared to three
Senators that it was done in compliance with
special instructions to our officers. The Gov-
ernment should then assume the whole respon-
sibility, and acknowledge that it is an act of
intervention.” :

——We have promised to give our readers an
occasional extract from the lst volume of Dr.
Looax's History of Upper Carolina. (Price

two or three now :

— A writer on Woman, in the Christian Ez-
aminer, has the following which we think sugges-
tive and worthy of consideration.

—— The “K. G. C's,” or Knights of the Gol-
den Circle, are likely soon to create stirring
events on Mexican goil. The following, in re-
lation to the origin, object and extent of this
organization, will prove of interest, It is taken’
from the New Orleans correspondence of the N.
Y. Herald : e

““The order was instituted in Mississippi dur-
ing the year 1854. Its original objeot was the
cultivation of & martisl spirit among the young
men of that Btate, and for a long time the mum-
ber of its members was quite limited. Within
the last year or two, however, its leaders have
adopted new plans, and these have given it an
impetus by whioh it has slowly but surely spréad
over seventeen States, including the whole zmlh.
but more especially in the States of Tennessee,
‘Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas. It now com-
prises nearly thirty thousand members. Its ob-
ject is to march into Mexico, crush the Miramon
faction and place the Juarez Goverment fairly
upon ite legs. In doing this, the K. @. C's con-
tend that they are violating no treaty or neutral-
ity law, but that they are simply assisting & le-
gitimate and formally recognized friendly gov-
ernment to sabdue & band of factious outlsws.
This done they mean to sssimilate the Mexican
republic as nearly to our own as the different
habits of the two races will permit. They dis-
claim the character of fillibusters, and declare
that they will march down to the levee and em-
bark in the broad daylight. The time for the
departure hss not yet been fixed. Probably
their force will be separated in two divisions.—
One will cross the Rio Grande to suppress the
disorders along the frontier, and then mareh di-
rect to the Mexican capital. The other will go
to the relief of Véra Cruz. This is the present
programme, bat it is not finally determined up-
on, and may be altered by the turn- of affairs at
Vera Cruz. Any attempt on the part of Spain
or any other European power to interfere in the
struggle between the factions will precipitate
the departare of the K. G. C's. - The pecuniary
resources of the order are on a scale proportion-
ate to the number of its members. In the State
of Texas alone no less than four hundred and
ninety-eight thousand dollars have been con-
tributed, and & division of twenty-five hundred
men have been armed and equipped besides.

“The number of K. G. C.’s now in this city is
about 2,200 men. The companies are compos
of fine looking zoung men, mostly between the
ages of twenty-five and thirty, and their drill is
said to be excellent. The commissariat j8 in
charge of a number of gentlemén of experience
and means, What astonishes me most in. the
movement, is the perfect confidence evinced by
everybody concerned in it, that it will prove sac-
cessful. They declare it will only be a running
fight, and that the campaign will not last six
months. Of course, there are a t maoy
whose names* and influence are enlisted io the
enterprise, but who have no idea of sccompany-
ing the expedition. Yet the K. G. C.'s expect
to hurl a sufficient force upon Miramon’s army
to overwhelm him at once. A great deal of en-
thusissm was created the other day by the arri-
val of a large squad from Maryland and Virginis.
Itis said that they have s number of recruits
from Harper's Ferry, each man of whom is able
to make his own musket. I shall keep you ad-
vised of any further steps taken by the order.”

—— SmnrEs, in his recent book, *Self Help,”
says many good things, and many things worthy
of mature reflection. In one place he says:

The highestculture is not obtained from teach-
ers when at school or college, so much as by
our own diligent self-education when we become
men. Parents need not be in too great haste to
see their children’s talents forced into bloom.—
Let them watch and wait patiently, letting good
example and quiet training do their work, and
the rest to Providence. Let them see to it, that
the youth i3 provided, by free exercise of his
bodily powers, with a full stock. of -physical
health; set him fairly on the roed of self-culture;
carefully train his habits of application and per-
severance ; and a8 he grows older, if the right
stuff bein him, he will be enabled vigorously
and effectually to cultivate himeelf.
